All the latest dispatches were laid 
before the cabinet. Practically all the 
members of the offictal family were 
said to be agreed that there should be 
no further temporizing,

"It is all very well for us to condemn 
those that are at the prison farm, but

| hall tonight who shoulda be there, The 
difference is that those that are at the 
farm were caught, while some of you 
have not been caught.” These words, 
spoken by Captain Pryde of the Sal- 
vation army last Sunday evening, 
stirred the conscience of at least one 
of his hearers, 

On the Tuesday bind following 
this service a young man called on the 
captain, and after beating about the 
bush for some time told him a story of 
how he had obtained quite a large sum 
of money by means of false pretences 
and how, after Hstening to him speak 
on Sunday evening he had come to the 
conclusion that he wanted to do what 
was right. After listening to the rather 
remarkable story the officer told him 
that if he wanted to start right once 
more the best thing was to glve him- 
self up to the police, and take his medl- 
cine like a man and at the same timo 
promising to give him a helping hand, 
He then told the young man to go 
away and think it over and come back 
in four hours and let him know what 
he was going to do, 

Man Turned Up. 

Hardly expecting to see the man 
again Captain Pryde went to his house 
at the appointed time and sure enough 
the young man was waiting for him, 
Ile then asked him whether he had 
made up his mind that he was going 
to cdnfess to the police, to this the 
young man answered in the affirma- 
tive, and went straight to the police 
station and gave himself up 
deputy chief, 

In the meantime the Salvation Army 
officer had spoken to the magistrate, 
and when the self-accused appeared in 
| the police court, he was allowed out on 
| Suspended sentence. At the special re- 
| quest of Captain Pryde the name of 
{the man has not been mentioned. 

Captain Pryde only arrived in the 
city a short time ago from the east, and 
has come for the express purpose of 
opening up a place here called the 
| “Metropole,” which will look after the 
social side of the unfortunate in this 
city, He has succeedd in getting the 
place opened up and under way.

One of the chief duties of Captain) 
Pryde is to be present at the police 
court and to lend a helping hand to any 
man who has the need of one, and since) 
starting this week he has already res- | 
cued two men from the coupt, one of | 
them a young man who had made his 
first mistake and thereby got into the 
police cells, and the other was a man 
rescued this morning, a man over 
seventy years of age, who could hardly 
stand on his feet and who had been ar- 
rested for drunkenness. Besides these 
two men there are three others who 
are staying at the “Metropole.” Men 
who arrived in the city without a cent, 
off the prison farm, They were abso- 
| lutely destitute and without friends, 
land now they will be taken care of 
until such time as they secure work, 

The place where they are staying is; 
not a place where they can loaf) 
laround, but one where they have to 
| work for what they get and in return 
_{they are given bed and meals and a 
chance to lead a better life.

BLAZE HAS 


OF BIG TENEMENT 


Woman is Found Lifeless With a Baby in Her Arms—Ruins Being 
Searched in the Expectation of Finding More Bodies—Flames 
Make Rapid Headway up the Stairs. 


New York, April 17,—Eleven  per- 
sons are known to have been killed 
and four injured, in a_ fire 
a five-story tenement house in 
Highth avenue, near Forty-seventh 
street, early today, Shortly after three 
o'clock firemen searching the ruins 
announced that ten bodies had 
been recovered, among them being 
that of a woman with a baby In her 
arms, 

All the bodies recovered were so 
badly charred as to render identifica- 
tion impossible, Tho fire started in 
the basement of a five and ter cent 
store on the first floor, and spread 
Many occupants 
of the apartments escaped by fire es- 
capes, Part of the building was used 
as a boarding house and three bodies 
taken from the top floor are belleved 
to have been transient roomers, They 
were burned to death while trying to 
make their way. to the roof. 

Only four of the bodies could be 


identified, the others being charred 
beyond recognition. The identified 
dead are! 


William Wallace, 46 years old; Mrs. 
Nellie Wallace, his wife; Mrs, Nellle 
Spencer, a cloak model; Murtel Dayis, 
three years old,

Necessity for Proper Care of

A suggestion was made last night 
by Building Commissioner Turner to 
the school board, that his office be 
abolishes ile intimated that it would 
be his interest to open up an archi- 
tect's office of his own and further 
suggested that he be appointed archi- 
tect or building commissioner for the 
school board at a salary of $4,500 a 
year, to prepare all plans and specifi-

Ottawa, April 17.—The budget debate 
centinued to occupy the attention of the 
limited number of members of the 
commons who have returned — to the 
capital after the Easter holjday. Sev- 
eral speeches were made, the longest 
being a two and a half hour effort by 
Dr. Edwards, conservative member for 
Frontenac. He produced a mass of 
Statistics to prove that the Canadian 
furmer cannot expect to find a per- 
manent market for his produce in the 
United States and that he would be 
swamped if there was free trade in 
food stuffs between the two countries. 
Dr. Edwards thought'the farmers of 
Canada were entitled to more protec- 
tion and asked that the duty on meats 
be increased, He also thought that 
butter and eggs could be given more 
protection to the advantage’ of the 
farmer, 

Advocates Free Wheat. 

A, MecCoig, liberal for North Essex, 
on the other hand, advocated free 
Wheat, and free agriculturnl imple- 
ments. He thanked the minister of 
finance for haying put parts of ditch- 
jug machinery oa the free list. Mr. 
McCoig said that if the farmers of the 
west were not given free wheat they 
would SOLA ed in for mjxed farma- 
ing and becomo dangerous competitors 
of the farmers of castern Cannda, 

J, A. M. Armstrong, member for 
North York, could not understand why 
people remain in the west if conditions 
are as bad as stated by liberal speak- 
ers, Tle declared himself as being in 
accord with the policy announced by 
the minister of finance, It meant per- 
manency of conditions jn Canada, 


Not National Policy. 

1, B. Devlin, of Wright, said that the 
government of the day gives way to the 
demands of the manufacturers when- 
ever they are made, while the requests 
of farmers, the laboring classes and the 
consumers generally are ignored, The 
policy of the government he sald, was 
not the national policy, as intended by 
its farmers, Sir John MacDonald, but 
the policy of the manufacturers of the 
present time, 

J, H, Burnham declared against free 
whent and expressed the hope that the 
request of the C.N.R. for assistance 
would not be acceded to by the govern- 
ment,

of control may consult with him as to 
the best methods of building and equip- 
ping our sanatorium. It is greatly to 
be desired that the press, the medical 
doctors, and all people who are alive 
to the menace of this disease will see 
to it that Dr. Porter is given a hearty 
welcome and a large hearing in each 
place he visits, 
For a Sanatorium. 

It is the intention of our association 
to request the legislature of the pro- 
vince of Alberta to erect and maintain 
& saratorium on the 320 acres to be 
donated by the dominion government, 
In this purpose we feel we will have the 
unqualified support of all right-think- 


ing ratepayers throughout Alberta, 
whatever, their political stripe. In 
order that there may be no question 


about this matter, will the medical as- 
sociations, women's clubs, and citizens 
generally see that direct pressure is 
brought to bear upon the member for 
their constituency so that when he 
comes to the next session of the house 
he may know exactly how the voters 
stand. This should be attended to 
without delay, and surely attended to. 
In our provincial and federal politics 
we Canadians are making the mistake 
of concentrating our attentions upon the 
morals and pretensions of candidates 
instead of judging government by what 
government does. Gains of men and 
progress of law are useful to us only 
When converted into deeds that make 
men freer in the enjoyment of health 
and earning power. 

Subject to the approval of Dr. Por- 
ter and of the hospital architects, it is 
our opinion that an administration 
building should be erected with one 
unit which should have a capacity for 
nt least one hundred beds and that the 
plans of the hospital should be of such 
o nature that other units or cottages 
could be attached as required, All 
patients who are able to pay should do 
fo and the government, jnstead of pay- 
ing a per capita grant per diem, should 
pay whatever deficit remains, Al- 
though the citizens of Edmonton have 
invested in their municipal hospitals 
a sutn approximately a million dollars, 
as yet the ratepayers of the province 
of Alberta have contributed nothing for 
the care of their tubercular patients, or 
for the stamping out of this disease, 
In this respect, we do not hesitate to 
gay that further disregard to the 
spread of tuberculosis is to become al- 
most criminally negligent in the ad- 
ministration of our sanitary affairs and 
inexcusably blind to our own best eco- 
nomic interests, — . 

Matter of Principle 

People who are a menace to the 
community because of brain disease 
ure sent to Ponoka and paid for by the 
province if they cannot afford to pay 
for thomselves. People who are a 
menace by reason of small-pox diph- 
theria or other infectious diseases are 
properly cared for and isolated by the 
authorities , This same principle 
should be applied to the treatment ‘and 
cure for tuberculosis, «the hideous, 
ever-present vamplre which has 
threatened the vitality of our race, Be- 
cause of the grip ft has acquired this 
{s a problem beyond the capacity of 
private purses to solve and must in- 
ey.tably be faced by the different pro- 
vinces and by the dominion as a 
Whole. It is no mere puzzle in path- 
ology to be dealt with by specialists 
in hygiene or medical health officers 
but is a matter of the gravest national 
fignificance and one which, If neglect- 
ed becomes in the widest sense a na- 
tlonal calamity, 

When It was explained to his late 
majesty Kink Edward VIL, that tuber- 
Cculosis was a preventable disease, his 
majesty remarked, “If preventable, why 
not prevent it?" The question still 
clamors for an answer. Many valuable 
lives are lost to the province between 
the ages of 20 and 85, as the disease 
{s most commonly found among those 
in the third decade of life. In the year 
1912, in Alberta, 241 people died of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, and the loss 
by deaths to Edmonton alone without 
considering any other part of the pro- 
vince represents in one year a sum 
sufficient to establish a well-equipped 
provincial sanitorium, 

The conservation of the lives of the 
people of the province must without 
question, take precedence over all other 
subjects or works. 

It is estimated that each emigrant 
coming to Canada has a monetary 
value to the country of five thousand 
dollars. If then, we allow this man's 
earning capacity to become Impaired, 
or allow him to lose his life through 
our neglect, we are surely wasting our 
human resources in a manner which is 
{n the highest degree culpable. 

Part of Social Politics 

Our provincial government takes 
Care to prevent noxious weeds and to 
generally preserve the wealth of the 
people within its borders, but take 
little, if any, thought to preserve the 
lives of the people. The folly of this 
{s readily apparent when we consid- 
er that the wealth of the province is 
not only sub-ordinate to the health of 
our province but largely dependent 
upon itt. 

The work which was formerly left to 
Philanthropy !s coming to be accept- 
ed as an Integral part of soclal politics. 
The state no longer leaves philan- 
thropy to feed and care for the prison- 
ers, nor to care for the Insane, Tt 
does this itself and the day is rapidly 
approaching when the care of the sick 
Will be nelther an ill-regulated whim 
nor a society rage that exhausts it- 
Felf in a ball. Philanthropy cannot 
remain a private concern. None of the 
ills of the individual are entirely in- 
dividual. The social tissue is to 
Slehtly woven for that, Of course, It 
Goes not follow that the province must 
Gischarge all the work of philan- 
thropy. It may explicity delegate this 
Work or any part of It to persons or 
Corporations, but the province should 
be responsible for {ts being done, and 
that it is done in the right way.

ago, hospitals were entirely private in 
character because, in the absence of 
Statistical knowledge, the extent of 
social distress was unknown and the 
mind of the nations has not grasped 
the possibility of a thorough remedy. 

At the beginning of the 19th cen- 
tury all the hospitals were private; at 
the close of it, two-thirds of them 
were already maintained and provided 
by the public authorities and out of 
the public funds. This change has re- 
sulted from a higher conception of 
duty, or shall we say, self-preservation, 
on the part of the nation. 

So late as 1842, the British nation re- 
fused to help a fever hospital. Now 
the nation is responsible, as we are in 
Canada, for all notified infectious dl- 
seases and for the great bulk of our 
non-infectious diseases. 

Philanthropy is no true function of 
a healthy society, It has in the past 
played a prominent role because, as we 
sald before, politicians did not under- 
stand their craft nor citizens discharge 
their duties. 

The provincial or municipal hospital 
has the superlative advantage too, over 
the philanthropic hospital in that its 
income is a permanent instrument of 
finance and is not dependent on whims 
or chances such as the social standing, 
popularity, or attractive influence of 
jits leaders. Besides, a hospital sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions al- 
Ways practises economy by one of the 
least worthy methods. That is to say, 
the nurses are overworked to a shame- 
ful degree and the patients insuffi- 
clently warmed and fed, 

In the final analysis the money for 
hospital maintenance comes from the 
pockets of the citizens but it is our 
contention that the present. cost of 
providing for the sick is excessive as 
well as inadequate and that the sim- 
plest and most satisfactory method is 
through direct taxation. Besides, a 
man or wotnan who goes to a provin- 
celal or municipal hospital, no longer 
comes under the stigma of pauperism 
for the conception of public health and 
the alue of life from its economio 
standpoint have come to the front as 
the main factors. 

In times past, it was the habit of the 
world to lament that people wero 
: with the chain of thelr infirm|- 


ties, Nowadays, we are being tiled 
and bound together to get improved 
health, Ours is the better way, Bo- 
sides, this is the highest form of pat- 
riotism. To be worthy of Canada {gs 
to be efficient, and to be efficient is 
to be healthy, Patriotism in a cabinet 
minister or in a street sweep, consists 
largely in being healthy and in using 
vote and influence in helping others to 
the same blessed and much to be de- 
aired condition.

Nobody for the past quarter of a cen- 
tury has ever heard or seen such a 
dreary and hopeless fizzle as this 
$500,000 special committee has been. 
The British people will not stand it at 
any price, or {n any form, “Let the 
best men win,” say the sportsmen with 
a shrug, 

“The appeal is preposterous," sald 
the politicians closest in touch with 
the working classes, “Olympic cames 
prove nothing whatever—except the 
individual superiority of the victors. 
The Greek Empire was their cradle, 
and where is that empire now? Dead 
as mutton,’ ' 

As for the athletes themselves, they 
sum up the position in these terms: 

“It probably will be news to the 


we had in England last summer men 
who could have captured nearly all 
the footrace events at Stockholm 
Olympie games and would haye in- 
sured success in many other events in 
which we failed. It will be asked why 
they were not selected. Simply stated, 
the reason is that these men are so 
poorly endowed with this world's 
goods that instead of taking $25 to 
$30 of plate as a mark of their sue- 
cess in any event they prefer to have 
the prizes in cash. These men do not 
make their living by sport, but they 
are not averse from openly making It 
the means of adding to their incomes, 
Therefore, they are without the pale 
of true amageurism, and at whatever 
cost to the/national honor they must 
not be selected to run at Stockholm or 
Berlin, 

“To be able to pick the best of our 
available talent and act in accordance 
with the wishes of the king, in Olym- 
ple Council will have to deal drastica- 
ally with this question of amateurism, 
and in dealing with this question they 
may have to use some straight lan- 
guage to the gentlemen who have so! 
long busied themeclves in looking after 
the nation's athletic morals with re- 
sults that have handicapped us cruelly 
in the struggle against other nations.”
